THE JAPANESE 
QUESTION 


How a Correspondent Looks 
At It. 


Feb. 7—Un reading in the daily 
Chronicle of the passage by the assem­ 
bly of the hill debarring Japanese 
from attending the public schools of 
Caucasians, and forcing them into 
separate schools, 1 cannot help mak­ 
ing comment upon the situation. 
With me it has seemed like a dramatto 
farce. 
The war cry is nothing but 
the veriest balderdash of those behind 
the scenes. 
The ory is “ Don’t pass 
anything as laws of your land that 
oaDnot bo taken arid digested by the 
little brown men, else you will con­ 
vulse the country with a war.” If 
we are to be dictated to by the polioy 
of the Japanese embassy, hadn’t we 
better invite them to oome over and 
make our laws for us. 
The Japanese 
when they come bere oome to stay 
permanently. In oonveisatlon with a 
Japanese on board of a steamer com­ 
ing from Seattle to Sau Francisco, 1 
asked him if he intended to return to 
Japan. “ Not to Jive,” he replied, 
“ I intend to stay here.” “ Do your 
countrymen have 
the same Inten­ 
tions” ? They do,” 
was his reply. 
‘Why?’ “ Because,” be replied wo oan 
make more money bere and live 
better. 
'The majority there have no 
show. It is only a pittance they get 
for their labor; they are slaves there, 
they are freemen b e re .” 
Now this is the exact action of all 
Japanese in 
America. 
President 
Roosevelt has made a good president 
in some respects, lie has, and is now 
trying to be a dictator. If we are to 
be dictated to by tbe president in 
making our Jaws wby not delegate 
him with supreme power, and let him 
turn the laws out to us through rotary 
improved. His presaer, 
Grove Li. 
Johnson is patrotio in bis endeavors. 
Mentally and forensicaily be is the 
peer of James N. u ille tt and Theodore 
Roosevelt. James N. 
Gillett was 
elected to execute tbe laws,or see that 
they were executed, not to make 
them. He has no right to tamper 
with them, only he m ay put his veto 
on them if he does not like their 
tenor. It must be very embarrasiug to 
tbe legislature uow convened at the 
capitol, to he considered incompetent 
to make the laws they were sent there 
to make.

Japan with her 40 
million of people is virtually sluppiug 
tbe face of America, with close ou to 
100 millions. 
Now as regards to Roosevelt, not 
one of tbe illustrious men that huve 
occupied the place he now bolds ever 
offered to dictate to a sovereign state. 
Now Johnson has said rightly that 
the Japanese are immoral and are not 
fit to associate witli children of the 
Caucasian race. We have taritf laws 
for the protection of American indus- 
ty, yet we open the doors to slaves of 
tbe Orient, and allow them to oouie 
and compete with our sons and daugh­ 
ters ill a struggle for existence. Now, 
1 am not in favor of seeing any class 
starve, yet 1 am still not in favor of 
allowing an association of slaves to 
oome HUd commingle with those wo 
are, as parents and patriots, obliged 
by all the rules of love tor our kind 
to protect.

Old Time Incidents. 
Winfield J. Davis publishes in tbe 
“ Grizzly Bear” a section of news 
items gleaned from tbe California 
newspapers of 1858. 
Some ot those 
relating to this county are as follows; 
“ Colonia was then the county seat 
of El Doraao county. 
Early on the 
morning of the lütb, as the jailer was 
liberating the prisoners from their 
cells, he was assaulted and knocked 
down. 
Recovering himself he dis­ 
charged his pistol, the bullet taking 
eitect in the hip of one of the prison­ 
ers who was confined ou a charge ot 
murder aud awaitiug trial. Cue tnau 
succeeded iu getting out, but was 
soou apprehended aud returned. The 
third one, after the shot was fired, 
retreated to his cell. 
The Placer Press speaks of a pear 
grown iu the yard of the sheriff of 
PJacer county that latitudely meas­ 
ured seventeen inches aud lougtitude- 
ly fifteen inches. An apple produced 
at Coloma, El Dorado county, meas­ 
ured teu inches in 
circumference 
aud weighed one pound aud ten 
ounces. 
Tho mines were yielding plentiful 
ly. In Mariposa ouuuty four miners 
took out from a newly discovered 
quartz veiu at Bnvage Fiat 81090 from 
fifty pouuds of rock. The veiu had 
beeu accidentally discovered by a 
putty that had beeu workmg without 
much success in a glitch near by. 
From lone the report oume that all 
of the miners were doiug remarkably 
well. A claim iu Am ador county was 
sold for 830 and within a week the 
purchaser took out $210. In another 
instarme a party who had recently 
paid $25 tor a claim was making 86 a 
day. From uuoher claim 85000 had 
beeu taken out within the past year. 
J'be Colonia Times spoke of a quartz 
lead that hud as m uch the appeal auce 
of a lead of gold us of quartz, in oue 
piece of quartz rock weighing six and 
three-quarters pouuds,four and a halt 
pounds of gold were extracted. —El 
Dorado Rspuhlicuu.

ment of the claim. 
If in the face of this protest the claim 
had been allowed and paid, we would have commenced legal 
proceedings for the recovery of the money so illegally filched 
from the county treasury, including also the sums previous­ 
l y paid. But the Dispatch man wisely concluded to suppress 
his grafting spirit for the time being. Probably he was given 
a hint to that effect. 
Furthermore, we may say that the ad­ 
vertisement which formed the basis of the grafting claim has 
been withdrawn from its columns. 
T h e taxpayers of A m a­ 
dor county can draw their own conclusions from these cor­ 
roborative facts. 


S E N A T O R 
P E R K IN S 
V IN D IC A T E D . 


T he attack of president Roosevelt upon Senator Perkins on 
account of the latter’s position upon the Japanese question 
and his stand upon the naval appropriations last year, is 
being severely commented upon by the press. 
There are 
few in California who will have the temerity to applaud the 
action of the president in this assault upon the senior sena­ 
tor from this state. 
It was entirely uncalled for. 
It is any­ 
th in g but becoming for the president to censure a member of 
congress because he happens to hold views differing from 
those of the chief magistrate. 
The attack was not only un­ 
called for but untimely. 
Senator Perkins has just been re­ 
elected to his high office, by the practically unanimous vote 
of his party, showing the confidence of the people of Cali­ 
fornia in his judgm ent and ability. 
N o man from the Pacific 
coast has held this high office so long as lie. 
T h is fact 
ought to have weighed some. 
Perkins, and indeed all the 
members from this state in congress are in favor of the ex- 
cluaion of Japanese from the white schools, They would mis­ 
represent the sentiment of the people if they held different 
views.___________ . 


W e see no reason for all this furore over the Japanese 
bills before the legislature. 
And the injecting of the protests 
of the national government against the measures has aggra­ 
vated the situation materially. 
If, as it is claimed, the anti- 
Japanese bills are unconstitutional, the aggrieved party has 
the recourse of testing the questions by an appeal to the federal 
courts. 
If the courts rule against the measures, why that 
would be decisive of the matter. 
T h e situation would then 
be changed, and an amendment of the existing treaties with 
Japan would become the burning issue. 
The controversy, 
however, will not be settled sim ply by the say-so of the 
national administration. 


T h e free school text books bill was killed in the senate 
by the close vote of 19 to 19. 
Caminetti voted in favor of the 
free text book scheme.

business carried to extremes aids the cause of education is 
moonshine.

THE MAZE OF MINOS. 


N e w 
Discoveries 
In C rete 
end 
tb* 
Minotaur Myth. 
Every one acquainted w ith Greek 
mythology remembers how Theseus, 
the benefnetor of prehistoric Greece, 
went over Into Crete nnd with the nld of 
Arindne nnd a ball of twine threaded 
his wny into n labyrinth btiilt for Kins 
Minos nnd killed the mlnotaur. n por­ 
tion of whose food consisted of Athe­ 
nian mnidens. The spectacle is now 
presented of the Cretans insisting upon 
being taken under the folds of the 
bine nnd white ensign of Greece, the 
country from which onco the monarch 
of central Crete extorted as Indemnity 
the choicest specimens of hum an flesh 
that Athens could produce for the re­ 
plenishment of the larder of the fierce 
man-bull. 
Minos, according to Greek mythol­ 
ogy, was the son of Zeus and Europa. 
The wife of Minos was 
Fasiphne, 
Ariadne being their daughter. 
I'nsl- 
phae gave birth to the m lnotaur, a 
man-bull. 
This fabled m onster was 
imprisoned in a labyrinth designed for 
Minos nnd built by Daedalus, a fabled 
sculptor. The minotnur lived upon hu­ 
man food. 
Minos, having conquered 
the Athenians, demnnded a yearly trib­ 
ute of seven youths and seven maid­ 
ens to be served up to the mlnotaur. 
Thesus. an Athenian, ranking next to 
Hercules among the Greek heroes, on 
one occasion was sent to Crete with 
the tribute. Ariadne fell In love with 
the youthful Thesus and nssisted him 
by m eans of a ball of tw ine to enter 
the labyrinth safely. He slew the mi­ 
notnur nnd was enabled to escape 
again. This relieved the A thenians of 
the future payment of human tribute. 
It used to be thought thnt this story 
and many of tlie others recounted in 
the Homeric period as well as Minos 
him self were myths. Recently archae­ 
ological discoveries in Crete, however, 
have served more than to suggest that 
the stories have a historical founda­ 
tion. 
Not only the capital of Minos, 
but his palace, his throne’a n d now a 
labyrinth which may well have been 
devised by a real Daedalus have been 
discovered in the ruins of K dossos, in 
the center of the island. M any carv­ 
ings Indicate that bulls figured In the 
rites of the Inhabitants of th at old 
world palace, and men and women are 
shown taking part in the sports, which 
possibly were connected w ith the wor­ 
ship of some cruel deity to wbom hu­ 
man sacrifice was offered in th is form. 
Perhaps this Is the origin of the story 
of th e feeding of the m lnotaur with 
human dainties.—New York Tribune. 


T h e Japanese Gams of S h o g l. 
A letter from Japan published In a 
German paper says: "When one sees 
how popular the game of shogl Is here 
It Is easy to understand the superiority 
of th e Japanese as strategic officers. 
The game is played on a board and is 
in som e respects like chess, b u t it has 
so m any peculiarities that it Is a thing 
In itself. 
Each player has twenty 
pieces. 
The direction In w hich they 
move Is Indicated by arrow s on the 
top or smaller end of the pieces. A 
captured piece is ¿lot laid aside, but 
becomes the property of the captor 
and is impressed into his service. This 
is characteristic of the people, who 
know so well how to utilize th e works 
and ideas of others. Another feature 
of the game is that when a piece suc­ 
ceeds In crossing Into the enem y’s ter­ 
ritory its value becomes increased, and 
Its identity as to superiority is estab­ 
lished by reversing it, turning it on Its 
head. Despite the complicated situa­ 
tions the rudiments of the gam e are 
easily acquired, and beuce its popular­ 
ity.”

Melbourne In 1835. 
One of Australia’s colonists, a veter­ 
an of ninety years, has just published 
his reminiscences. While w alking up 
George street, Sydney, in 1S35, he 
heard a bellman announcing the first 
sale of allotments in the new town­ 
ship of Melbourne. He went inside. 
The auctioneer proclaimed th e merits 
of this new township and predicted 
that it would be a grand city some 
day. “Yes, a city of kangaroos,” inter­ 
jected a scoffing spectator. H ardly a 
bid could be elicited. A few years later 
the gold discoveries did rapidly con­ 
vert the township of Melbourne into a 
great city, and the lucky people who 
bad bought allotments for $100 or $150 
found their value increased to $100,­ 
000, $150,000 and in some cases even

Amador Conntyl 
Descriptive Article 


Amador county comprises an area of 
548 square miles. It lies on the wes­ 
tern slope of Sierra Novad'1 mountains, 
and emnraces within Its erritory all 
the diversity of valley loothill, and 
high mountainous lands. 
G'limate.—The climate of the popu­ 
lous portions of the county is as genial 
and healthful as can bo found anywhere 
In California. As climato Is one of the 
most valuable assets of tills favored 
state In attracting population, Amador 
stands second to no county in this re­ 
gard. It should, and no doubt will in 
time, when its climatic advantages are 
more thoroughly understood and ap­ 
preciated, become a health resort not 
only for those in less favored states, 
but for the residents of other parts of 
California. The temperature alone the 
central portion rarely falls below 30 
degrees above zero In winter, and as 
rarely rises to 100 degrees in the sum ­ 
mer. Snow seldom falls in the settled 
districts, and never remains on the 
ground for more than a few hours. Of 
course, in the high mountain regions 
of eastern Amador the snowfall is very 
heavy—which is characteristic of the 
entire Sierra Nevada range. Tho sum­ 
mer season is alway accompanied with 
cool nights; permitting of sound, re> 
freshing slumber. Fogs are rare, cy­ 
clones are unknown, thunderstorms are 
infrequent. 
Gold M ining.—The county, although 
rich in other sources or wealth, com ­ 
paratively untouched, is noted prin­ 
cipally for her quartz mines. 
The 
deepest gold mines in America are lo­ 
cated here. The Kennedy mine Is now 
taking gold in liberal quantities from 
quartz extracted from a depth of over 
3000 feet below the surface, with every 
indication that tho pay-ore extends to 
a much greater depth. Since the dis­ 
covery of gold, the county has contrib­ 
uted fully $100,000000 to the world's 
supply of the precious metal. 
The 
mines are still yielding at the rate of 
about two million dollars annually: 
Nearly all of this wealth is produced by 
eight or ten mines operating on what 
is called the “mother lode,” stretching 
clear across the county In a north-east­ 
erly direction a distance of twenty 
miles. T he mines aggregate between 
400 and 500 stamps, and furnish em ­ 
ployment for over 1000 miners. T his 
industry is still in its infancy- The 
unexplored territory, even along the 
main gold belt, is far in excess of the 
ground that has actually been worked 
or prospected. The county offers to­ 
day one of the most inviting fields to 
be found anywhere in the world for the 
investment of capital in the fascinating 
business of gold raining, not alone along 
the mother lode, but also in the almost 
untouched mineralized country ot the 
• east belt, some ten or twelve miles from 
the main lode. 
Besides gold, wo have copper, de­ 
nosits of pottery, coal, imurbe, slate, 
limestone, granite, and soapstone or 
talc—all undeveloped. 
Agricultural Capabilities.—The agri­ 
cultural possibilities equal, if not excel, 
the mineral riches. The valley lands 
will produce anything that can be 
grown in the mo$t favored sections. 
In the foothill lands all kinds of decid­ 
uous fruits thrive: also all kinds of 
vegetable are raised where irrigation 
is practicable along the numerous water 
courses. Further up in the mountains, 
at an altitude of 2000 to 2500 feet, the 
soil is admirably adapted for apples 
and potatoes. A ready market for 
many times the quantity now raised of 
these commodities can be found lin the 
various mining towns. 
Grape culture and winemaking are 
becoming important industries, both 
the grapes and wine commanding a 
better price than .the product of the 
lowland. 
Land is cheap compared with other 
California lands. Improved farms m ay 
he secured for one-fourth the price 
current in some places. Unimproved 
lands can be had from $5 to $10 per 
acre. It does not require a fortune to 
buy a small ranch. There is room for 
a large addition to our agnculural pop­ 
ulation. V ast tracts now devoted to 
cattle ranges might bo made the homes i 
of hundreds of prosperous fanners. 
Amador has a populasiou of less than j 
12000. Three fourths of this is concen - 1 
trated in a strip of three miles above j 
and below the mineral belt. 
1 
Jacksou, the county seat, has about 
2500 inhabitants, and isuu incorporated 
city ol tho sixth class. Other towns 
are Sutter Creek, Amador City, D ry-, 
town, Plymouth, Volcano, Pine Grovel 
and Oleta 
loue City is the metropolis j 
of the valley section, a thriving town i 
of 1000 inhabitants. 
The community is law-abiding. E du­ 
cational facilities are excellent. 
A 
bohoolhouse is within easy roach of 
nearly every family. There is one high 
school, locatod at lone. 
The assessment roll for 1907 is $5. 
800,703, and the tux rate for both state 
and county purposes $2 ou tho $100. 
The Southern Pacific has a brunch 
railroad running to lone. From this 
point tho lone and Pastern railroad e x ­ 
tends 14 miles further to the mining 
section. 
Tiie various religious denominations 
ami fraternal organizations are well 
represented. 
Thu power plant of the Stundurd 
Electric Co—one of the largeit in the 
world—islocatcd four miles from Jack­ 
son.
